AMOUNT TO NOTHING 


One of the most remarkable rec­ 
ords for a Fire Prevention week which 
ever war madf by the city of New 
Castle is the one which Is turned 
In this morning by Fire Chief Charles 
H Lynn and the New Castle Fire de­ 
partment 
Chief among the items of interest 
it the report is fhe fact that for the 
entire week, the fire losses to the 
city were absolutely n- thing, 
It is 
h u e that eieht alarm 
were sounded 
during the week, but a:i of the fires 
were of such a minor nature, or were 
to well controlled that no loss was 
sustained 
The first 
alarm 
for the week was 
sounded Monday. October 8. when 
the chief an wered a call which took 
him to a home whe;e !he electric 
coffee pereulatcr had i.er-n leit on. 
The second a arm n Wednesday, Oc­ 
tober 10, cail^d the department to 
Euclid avenue, where a boys’ shack 
burned 
The third c: me Thursday, 
when the department answered a call 
to an auto truck luidcd with old rope, 
v hich was burning 
This was ex­ 
tinguished with no loss. 
A small fire 
at the New Castle Bo*, company was 
also reported 
No damage was done. 
Again on Thursday, the old barn lo­ 
cated on the GilfUIan property 
on 
North Jefferson street burned, but 
no loss was sustained 
The same 
evening, the department was called 
to put out a weed fire on a vacant 


lot abutting on Leasure avenue, with 
no damage to property. 
The final 
fire of the week took place Sunday 
evening. October 12. when number 
6 department extinguished a dump 
fire on the McCleary avenue exten­ 
sion. 
'T o nm this record 
seems 
very 
good,” states Fire Chief Charles H 
Lynn when commenting on the week. 
’ It is not often that a city the size 
of New Castle, with an estimated pop­ 
ulation of over 53.000, can go for an 
entire week without a fire loss. 
And 
when one considers that the area of 
the city is slightly more than eight 
and one half square miles, it is dou­ 
bly significant.” 
The city is protected by seven hose 
and chemical companies, 
three 
of 
which are pumpers. 
There is also 
an Airial hook and ladder truck, and 
a new service truck, which is expected 
to be delivered this month, which 
will have ladders extending to 250 feet 
and a 750 gallon per minute pump, 
with a 70 gallon booster pump.

Picking Presidents 


1872: Minor Parties Enter The Field 
By CHARLES L. MULLIGAN 
Written for Central Press and New Castle News 


Here was a curious election, with 
one of the Republican p arty ’s found­ 
ers running on the Democratic tick­ 
et and an ex-Democrat backed by the 
Republicans for re-election. 
It was 
a cam paign of bitterness, with sharp 
exchanges of personalities. 


Little parties sprang up to com­ 
plicate the fight. One was the Labor 
reform party, which met in Colum­ 
bus. O.. and nom inated David Davis, 
Lincoln’s first cam paign manager. He 
declined, and Charles O ’Conor, of 
New York, was substituted. The P ro­ 
hibition party, in the same city, put 
forward Jam es Black, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
An Equal Rights party con­ 
vention. also at New York, nom in­ 
ated Mrs. Victoria C. Woodhull. The 
Liberal Republican party, composed 
chiefly of men dissatisfied with the 
G rant regime, convened at Cincinnati 
and 
nom inated 
Horace 
Greeley, 
founder and editor of the New York 
Tribune. In their dilemma the Dem­ 
ocrats adopted the candidates and 
principles of this new organization, 
although Greeley had been a high- 
tariff man, had stoutly fought the 
extension of slavery and had never 
been In the Democratic ranks. 
A split-off 
from 
the Democratic 
party met at Louisville and endorsed 
the Labor Reform choices. 
The R e­ 
publicans met at Philadelphia 
and 
unanim ously 
renom inated 
G rant. 
Greeley, a splendidly equipped can­ 
didate. cam paigned vigorously and ef­ 
fectively. 
without 
sparing 
his 
strength, but failed to get the nor­ 
mal southern Democratic vote. 
At­ 
tacks on G rant for his association 
w ith wealthy interests and for per­ 
mitting corruption in office were not 
enough to dim his luster as a nili- 
tary hero. 
Greeley had so 
spent 
himself in 
cam paigning th a t he died on Nov.

He was generally considered to 
be our most bellicose president; he 
and Woodrow Wilson, who was the 
only American president to preside 
over a war since the foundation of 
the Nobel fund) are the only Ameri­ 
can presidents who have received this 
honor—and the accompanying $40,- 
000.

Stresem ann and Kellogg will be for­ 
gotten in another ten years—who can 
tell? 
But looking over the list of 
Nobel peace laureates, I wonder w hat 
bright little boy in the class can tell 
me who was M. D unant, the lucky 
Swiss who got the prize the first 
year?

Passy, 
the 
Frenchm an who followed him? Who 
were MM. Du commun 
and 
Gobat, 
both Swiss, who were given the award 
in the two following years? W ho was 
Signor Moneta, the em inent Italian 
who got it in 1907? 
And Mr. Arnold - 
son, of Sweden, and Mr. Asser of 
Denmark, and H err Fried of Austria, 
and the Belgian, M. La Fontaine? 
W ho were they? 
W here are they? 
They all did something—and some­ 
thing big—for world peace. They all 
came out of obscurity into the world’s 
notice, and they all got checks for 
$40,000, which they put to various 
useful purposes. 
And their example 
was an inspiration. 
But nowadays you have to be a 
foreign minister, at least, before you 
are even in the running. 
Let’s hope it will go this time to 
somebody who needs the distinction 
—and the money.
